Atishi Pushes For Water Share Relook 


Says Delhi Needs More From Haryana, Population Has Increased Since 1994 Pact

New Delhi: Delhi water minister Atishi 
said on Monday that unless the water ag- 
reement with neighbouring states is re- 
negotiated and the capital gets more wa- 
terfrom Haryana, the drinking water cri- 
sisinthecity duringsummer will persis 

Speaking to reporters after inspectin; 
the Wazirabad water treatment plant in 
north Delhi, Atishi mentioned that Delhi 
gets its share of water according to the Ya- 
muna Water Sharing Agreement, signed in 
May 1994 among the northern states of Hi- 
machal Pradesh, Haryana, Uttar Pradesh 
(Uttarakhand was not a separate state 
then), Punjab, and Delhi, According to the 
agreement, 0,724 billion cubic metres of 
Yamuna water wasallocated to the capital. 

“Since then, the population of Delhi has 
increased tremendously. ashasthe water re- 
quirement. Many people have migrated to 
Delhifrom theneighbouringstatesof Hary: 
ana, Uttar Pradesh and others, looking for

better job opportunities, and many of them 
have settled in unauthorised and regulari- 
sed colonies and in slums, which are more 
hard pressed,” Atishi said. “Unless the wa- 
ter sharing arrangement is renegotiated, 
the problem will continue,” sheadded. 

‘The agreement includes a provision 
that it can be revisited after 2025 if any of 
the partner states so desires. Atishi said 


Delhi govt will raise the demand for the 
reworking of the agreement and increa- 
sing in the allocation of water, which has 
been thesame since 1994. 

According to officials, Hathnikund bar- 
rage in Haryana regulates the flow of the 
river for irrigation in Haryana and Uttar 
Pradesh through the western and eastern 
Yamunacanals, respectively and themuni- 
cipal watersupply toDelhi. While Haryana 
has claimed it is providing Delhi its full 
shareof water accordingtotheagreement, 
Atishi said this was questionable. 

“There are no flow meters installed at 
Hathnikund barrage to measure the flow 
of water. We cannot say for sure if it isin- 
deed providing us as much water as allo- 
cated tous,” shesaíd. 

On the issue of transmission and dis- 
tribution losses, which amount to more 
than 50%, the minister said that it wa: 
largely non-revenue water for which govt 
wasnotgettingpaid. Atishiclaimed there 
were hardly any places in the city where

Heat Stroke Alert: Five In 
Hospitals, Three Critical 


90-Year-Old Among Those Admitted, 3 Patients On Ventilator

New Delhi: As the city continues to reel 
under extreme heat, five people were ad- 
mitted to Ram Manohar Lohia, Safdar- 
jung and Lok Nayak hospitals because 
of heat stroke in the past two days. 

‘Two of the three patients admitted to 
RMLare in critical condition and on ven- 
tilatorsupport with comorbid conditions. 

An 80-year-old man was admitted to 
RMLinacritical condition, according to 
a doctor who provided comprehensive 
details about the case. 

The patient was unconscious upon 
arrival and had a dangerously high rec- 
al temperature of 107.5 degrees Fahren- 
heit, indicating hyperthermia, a condi. 
tion characterised by an abnormally ele- 
vated body temperature. Due to the pati. 
ent's low blood pressure of 60 (systolic) 
andrespiratory distress, immediate me- 
dical intervention was necessary The 
medical team intubated the patient and 
placed him ona ventilator to support his 
breathing. Immersion cooling techniqu 
es wereemployed, successfully reducing 
his temperature to 98.4 degrees Fahren 
heit withinan hour, 

Although the patient exhibited 
symptoms suggestive of a heart attack, 
the medical team is awaiting the results 
of a CT scan and cardiac reference for a 
definitive diagnosis. In the meantime, 
the patient is receiving treatment for he- 
atrelated illness and is being administe- 
red cardiac medication. Despite the

Since we are not aware 
till when this crisis will continue, it is 
imperative that people use water judi 
ciously and for essential purposes only.”

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Investment scam: 
Probe finds links to 
Chinese scammers

New Delhi: While investiga- 
ting an investment scam in 
which five people, including 
an MBBS student, werearres- 
ted in southwest Delhi last 
week, police discovered that 
the gang had connections 
with scammers from both 
Chinaand Cambodia. 

A police source said the 
Cambodian fraudsters or- 
chestrated a bogus invest- 
ment WhatsApp group to en- 
tice unsuspecting people into 
investingtheir money. 

While analysing the What- 
sApp group, police found that 
amajority of the peopleadded 
Were scammers posingas gro- 
upmembers from Cambodia. 

"Oneof them posedasafi- 
nancial advisor who used to 
give fake advice to the group 
members on how to earn mo- 
re money, and some tasks we- 
re given to them where they 
used to earn some money to 
win their trust, The whole 
thing was to create an ecosys 
tem where the target belie- 
ved that the other people we- 
realsomembers like him and 
they were investing,” the 
source said. 

The source added that the 
money duped from the vi 
tims was then transferred in- 
tocryptocurrency and moved 
toaccounts in China. 

In April, while investiga- 


ting the case of a doctor from 
a prominent hospital who 
wasdupedof Rs29lakhonthe 
promise of high returns, the 
Southwest districts cyber 
cellarrested Rohit (38), Varun 
(23), Manish Mann (29) and 
Uday Mittal (37). 

‘Their interrogation led to 
the arrest of Aizaz Ahmad, a 
resident of Patna. He was 
apprehended at IGI Airport 
after a lookout circular was 
issued against him. Ahmad 
was studying MBBS in Ka- 
zakhstan and was overseeing 
illegal operations in India 
along with his associates for 
foreign scammers. He met his 
aides through an application. 
hile studying MBBS in 
Kazakhstan, the 24-year-old 
student came in touch with 
scammers who linked him 
with Chinese nationals in- 
volved in investment fraud,” 
the source said. 

“He started a WhatsApp 
group three to four months 
agoand cheated people of ne- 
arly Rs 5 crore, which he 
transferred to his associa- 
tes’ accounts after conver- 
ting it into cryptocurrency,” 
the source added. Cops have 
written to the crypto wallet 
and sought details of the ac- 
count holders.

Bank told to pay 
man 746k lost in 
unauthorised 
debits from a/c

New Delhi: A city consumer 
forum has held Allahabad 
Bank liable for deficiency in 
services after it failed to in- 
form and later investigate 10 
unauthorised debits from the 
customer's account that total- 
led Rs 46,000. 

Theforum hasdirectedthe 
bank to refund Rs 46,000 along 
with interest and compensate 
the complainant for mental 
anguish and litigation costs. 

The complainant had a sa- 
vingsaccount with Allahabad 
Bank. He claimed that despite 
multiple withdrawals, total- 
ling Rs 46,000, from his acco- 
unt, he did not receivea single 
SMS notification regarding 
these transactions. When he 
visited the branch, the consu- 
mer found out about the 
unauthorised transactions af- 
ter updating his passbook. 
The withdrawals were done 
from various locations. 

The district consumer di: 
pute redressal commission-V, 
North-West Delhi bench 
comprising Sanjay Kumar 
(president), Nipur Chandna 
(member) and Rajesh (mem- 
ber) — noted that the bank 
acknowledged that the consu. 
mer had lodged a complaint 
regarding 10 unauthorised 
withdrawals from his acco- 
unt. In its letter, the bank said 
it had escalated the matter 
with the ATM back office in 
Mumbai and contacted other 
banks regarding the fraudu- 
lent transactions. 

However, despite the effort, 
the other banks, through which 
the debits were made, only pro: 
vided SMS details of the t 
actions and failed to furnish 
CCTV footageorinitiatecharge- 
backs forrefunding the money. 

Consequently, the bank 
withheld the credited shadow 
balance of Rs 46,000 pending 
the outcome of its investiga: 
tion, Additionally, the RBI om- 
closed the complai- 
nan ise without \ingany 
decision, the commission said. 

The commission noted 
that the complainant diligent 
ly followed RBI guidelines by 
approaching the bank, law en: 
forcement and the banking 
ombudsman, while the bank 
initially credited the disputed 
amount following RBI guideli- 
nes, then later withheld it wit- 
hout conducting a thorough 
investigation. 

Concluding the matter; the 
commission held that the 
bank was liable for deficiency 
inservice and directed it to re- 
fund Rs 46,000 to the consu. 
mer, along with 6% interest 
per annum. The commission 
also directed the bank to pay 
Rs 15,000 to him as compen: 
tion for the pain, mental ago- 
ny and litigation costs.

Mumbai: An Indian trainee 
pilot (22) currently based in

"The petitioner has no 
grievance with being subject 
ed to extra or more frequent 
testsdueto his HIV status, but 
is aggrieved that despite be- 
ingmedically fit, he is in prin:

through his father.

In July 2021 a medical test 
deemed him fit to serve as pi- 
lot-in-command, On Oct 8 
021, he cleared three DGCA 
examinations in the first at 
tempt. After a medical test on 
Oct14, he was informed about 
his HIV diagnosis. On Oct 21, 
he was issued a “temporarily 


unfitforflyingin thecapacity 
of flight crew as a commer- 
cial pilot” certificate by the 
hospital. After further blood 
tests evaluation, on Dec 10, 
DGCA informed him that he 
is “permanently unfit for fly- 
ing". On his appeal and after 
medical re-examination, in 
, DGCA issued a fi- 
nal certificate which deemed 
himas “fit for flyingas P2(co- 
pilot) only". 

His petition said DGCAs 
refusal to permit him to fly as 
pilot-in-command will jeopar- 
dise his chance of being em- 
ployed with any aviation com:

tion of his fundamental 
rights to equality, profession 
and life. It violates the Inter 
national Civil Aviation Orga. 
nisation Manual of Aviation 
Medicine, and Section 3 of

HC orders probe into juvenile court Modi likely to propose 


functioning after clerk flouts its orde

Mumbai: Bombay high court has 
ordered the principal district 
judge, Thane, to conduct a detailed 
inquiry into the functioning and 
administration of the juvenile 
court at Bhiwandi, after a clerk re- 
fused to accept a chargesheet and 
insisted on the presence of the ju. 
venile in conflict with law. 

“We strongly condemn this con- 
duct of Sudhir Pawar and find the 
conduct of the registry of the said 
court disgraceful. It clearly 
amounts to interference in the 
smooth administration of criminal 
justi also appears to us that the 
presiding judicial officer has no 
control over her court and, there- 
fore her role also needs to be exam. 
ined by the principal district judge,’ 
said Justices Ajay Gadkari and Nee- 
la Gokhale in the June Border. 

On a plea of the juvenile for 
quashing the FIR, the HC on Dec 13, 
2023 permitted police to file the 
chargesheet on completing probe as 
early as possible. On April 8, the in- 
vestigating officer (IO) was granted 
liberty to file the chargesheet with- 
out insisting on the presence of the 
juvenile in conflict with law. 

On June 1, the prosecutor 
brought to the judges’ notice the

and overcrowding problems on 
the mountain. The gate will be 
closed between 4pm and 3am 
to lock out those who have not 
booked an overnight stay at a 
hut along the Yoshida trail, 
mainly to stop "bullet clim- 
bing”, or rushing to the summit 
without adequate rest, consi- 
dered a major safety risk. A 
maximum of 4,000 climbers 
will be allowed to enter the 
trail per day. Yamanashi 
governor Kotaro Nagasaki said 
the number of climbers on the 
trail this year is likely to sur- 
pass last year's 137,236. "Over- 
crowding could lead to a major 
disaster, like people falling in a 
domino effect," he said.

Butthecurrentdecade 
has frontloaded the shocks: a global 
pandemic; an economic meltdown; wars 
in Ukraine and Gaza; and the looming 
threat of another conflict theatre around 
Taiwan. 

To realise its vision of a developed 
economy by 2047, India must not just 
adapt to but also mitigate the rising geo- 
political risks these contests pose to the 
global economy. India’s robust growth 
trajectory - over 8% in 2023-24 and an 
expected 7% in 2024-25 — could be derailed 
by eruptions of war. Hence, India would 
need a foreign policy adept at de-risking 
the global environment and minimising 


impacts of global conflicts. This would 
involvea proactive strategy to deal with 
external shocks. 


Pressure points | Two major powers 
China and Russia - and a middle power, 
Iran, arechallenging the crumbling US-led 
global order. These geopolitical tussles 
also pose significant risks to India's 
ascent. China is asserting itself against 
US in Asia and beyond, while Russia is 
pushing back against Nato's 
expansion, and reasser- 
ting Cold War-era 
influence. Iran is 
challenging US 
interests both 
directly and 
through pro- 
xies, as it con- 
fronts Israel. 
‘These con- 
tests manifest 
in various wa- 
ys: in Europe,

In this contest, India, 
asan affected party, can hardly position 
itself asa neutral peace negotiator. The 
belligerent rise of China presents a 
significant, if not existential, challenge 
to India. To counter this, India must 
employ its full diplomatic 
arsenal, forging partner- 
ships and leveraging 
multilateral frame- 
works like the Quad 
to curb Chinese 
assertiveness.

Broken UN system | UNSC has traditio- 
nally borne the responsibility for global 
peacemaking, But its credibility has 
waned, given active involvement in cur- 
rent global contests of the P5. Their veto 
stymies resolutions that directly censure 
China, Russia, or even Israel. India has 
sent peacekeepers under the UN flag, but 
these efforts kick in once a conflict is 
stabilised, when negotiated peace is to be 
maintained. Effective peacemaking will 
thus require the involvement of other 
stakeholders with vested interests in 
global stability, India must step beyond its 
passive readiness to play a constructive 
roleandadoptamore proactive stance. 

Tt must not remain boxed in a tough 
South Asian neighbourhood where peace 
is a scarce commodity. Bringing peace — 
to the neighbourhood and the wider 
world - would require building internal 
capacity and embracing the inescapable 
challenges of complex geopolitical 
mediation or even the risk of failure. 


‘Time for Indian peace teams | Today, very 
few global statesmen other than Modi 
enjoy enough heft and credibility to 
speak in the same morning with heads 
of Israel and Palestine, Ukraine and 
Russia, US and France. But the country 
has limited experience and capacity in 
peacebuilding, Ministry of external 
affairs and the think tank community 
need to create capacity with pe 
making teams involving diplomats, civil 
society experts, and activists dedicated 
to studying conflict, who can learn from 
global peacemaking experiences and 
craftconflictresolution strategies. 

Norway for example, has a small but 
effective peace unit with about a dozen 
people that boasts a track record that 
made Oslo synonymous with peace.

Water’s The Problem 


Summer rainfall is expected to make a delayed arrival 
in large parts. This is bad news for depleted reservoirs 


MD's forecast of “above normal” rainfall this year had come as a 
I? ief. A good kharif season promised a let-up in food inflation 

and easing of monetary policy to spur growth. Bountiful rains 
would also mean an end to heatwaves, which have tormented 
millions this year. 

Monsoon ebbs | Unfortunately, the southwest monsoon has lost 
some momentum in June. Experts say this is just a hiatus. But its 
latearrival in large parts of the country is going to delay the sowing 
of summer crop. It would also decrease the interval between kharif 
andrabi crops, which, among other things, leads to stubble burning 
innorthwest India. 

Of particular concern in this 
context is the low water levels in 
our reservoirs. According to Central 
Water Commission, total live storage 
in 150 reservoirs stood at just 22% of 
their live storage capacity last week. 
This was 79% of last year, which was 92% of the 10-year average. The 
situation was especially alarming in thesouth, where thefigure was 
just 14% of total storage capacity. 

Reservoirs vital for economy | Low reservoir levels will impact 
hydro power generation, which peaks in the season. Poor monsoons 
last year had taken a toll on hydro output, which touched a low last 
fiscal. It also raises fears of more drinking water crises, something 
that cities like Bengaluru and Delhi have faced this year. Further, 
unless reservoir levels go up, there would be less water for the rabi 
crop, which is critically dependent on irrigation. 

If there’s a silver lining, it is that the return of La Nina this year 
is expected to boost rainfall later in the season. While this should 
ramp upreservoir levels, the issue is sure to surface again incoming 
years. It calls for long-term solutions.

It was a bitter loss for Belgium. 
Belgium's golden generation has lost 
much of its lustre since they crashed 
out of the 2022 World Cup in the group 
stage. Dominic Tedesco was appoint- 
ed to replace Roberto Martinez in 
February 2023 and led Belgium on a 


14-match unbeaten run heading into 
the Euros.

Bridgetown: Welcome to cricket para: 
dise! After two weeks in the United States 
of America, where cricket is what base- 
ball is to India, Sir Garfield Sobers greets 
you at the Barbados airport. Well, not 
quite Sir Garry himself, but a massive 
cut-out of the legendary allrounder play- 
ing the iconic off-drive. 

Right from the moment you get down 
from the plane, you know that there's a 
festival of cricket happening in this part 
of the world. No, there aren't mad crowds 
waiting to catch a glimpse of cricket 
stars at the airport, but a quiet recogni. 
tion of the fact that there's a World Cup 
to savour, 

At first glance, it seems like a tale of 
two World Cups. The authorities in the 
USA did their absolute best to help the 
sport get a few eyeballs, but you could 
see that they were trying so hard. Here, 
it's all so effortless, starting from the 
volunteer at the airport — wearing a T20 
World Cup shirt and helping you find 
your way around — to the receptionist 
at the hotel lobby who's watching the 
Bangladesh-Nepal match on TV with 
keen intent. 

Barbados — which has the look and 
feel of Goa — is spread over 166 square 
miles and is probably the unofficial 
cricket capital of the West Indies. In 
every nook and you'll feel how 
deep the legacy of s. "A little fa 
down is the burial ground of Malcolm 
Marshall,” someone tells you, while 
somebody else suggests you should go to 
Bridgetown University and see the stat- 
ues of the 3Ws. 

The massive posters of home boys 
Sobers, Joel Garner, Everton Weekes and 
Frank Worrell at the airport tell you that 
this is the place where you want to be if 
you love your cricket. The conversations 
at the immigration counter to the taxi: 
stand to the beach all revolve around 
cricket. There's a serious sense of antic- 
ipation here as the business end of the 
World Cup begins.
